or, Dictionary of Jurisprudence; explaining all the Technical Words and 
Phrases employed in the several departments of English Law: including, the 
various Legal Terms used in Commercial Transactions: together with an Ex- 
planatory as well as Literal Translation of the Latin Maxims contained in the 
writings of the Ancient and Modern Commentators,” by J. J. 8. Wharton, 
Esq., M. A. Oxon. ; Barrister-at-Law ; author of‘ The Articled Clerk’s Manual,’ 
etc. This is the second American from the second London edition, with Addi- 
tions, by Edward Hopper. The advertisement to the present edition states that 
“The high reputation which ‘ Wharton’s Law Dictionary ’ has acquired, both 
in England and America, has rendered a second edition necessary in both coun- 
tries. While the author has carefully avoided making the work a mere com- 
mon-place book, or a ‘ prolix eyclopedia of exhaustive discussions,’ it may 
safely be pronounced, in the language of the English press, ‘the most com- 
plete Law Dictionary we possess.’ It contains a greater number of terms 
than any other work of the kind; and it is believed to be unequalled in the 
accuracy of its definitions. The author has so thoroughly performed his task, 
as to diminish, in some degree, the necessity of additions or annotations by 
the American editor. In preparing this edition, the editor has endeavored 
to increase its usefulness, by the addition of some articles omitted in the orig- 
inal, and which are applicable to the state of the law in this country. Oc- 
casional references have been added, showing the sources of American law on 
the subjects treated.” The other is a second and revised edition of “* A Trea- 
tise on Medical Jurisprudence,” by Francis Wharton, Esq., author of “ Ameri- 
ean Criminal Law,” “Preeedents of Indictments,” ,and Moreton Stillé, 
M. D., lecturer on the Principles and Practice of M ine in the Philadelphia 
Association for Medical Instruction: the Medieal Part revised and ecorreet- 
ed, with numerous Additions, by Alfred Stillé, M.D. It is stated that “in 
the present edition nearly three hundred pages have been added to the legal 
and psychological department. The chapters on insanity have been rear- 
ranged, expanded, and in some material points corrected, so as to bring them 
in harmony with the current decisions of the English and American courts, 
Several distinct topics have been introduced and examined at length; among 
which may be mentioned Survivorship; Medical Malpractice; the Legal Re- 
lations of Identity; the presumptions to be drawn from wounds and the In- 
strument of Death, and the Psychical Indications Of Guilt. On the other hand, 
the chapters on circumstantial evidence have been condensed by abridging 
eases which in the first edition were new to the professional eye, but which 
have since become generally accessible. Without making any alteration in 
the general arrangement of the medical portion of the work, the editor has 
added to it about eighty pages of new matter, consisting of a chapter on the 
Signs of Death, besides many illustrative case, and recent methods of inves- 
tigation.” 

G. P. Puryam has got out the second volume of Irving’s “ Life of Wash- 
ington,” being one of the new and elegant issues of the “ National Edition ” 
of Irving's complete works. 

Ror Lockwoop & Son publish the “ Intermediate French Course, in Ac-

It may not 
contain much which is extraordinary or exciting; but the pictures it fur- 
nishes of ‘life at sea,’ the illustrations it gives of the character of the sa’lor, 
the temptations by which he is surrounded, and the moral as well as physical 
dangers which beset him on every side, have at least the merit—J had 
almost said the novelty—of truth.” ‘The Adventures of James Capen 
Adams, Mountaineer and Grizzly Bear Hunter, of California,” by Theodore 
H. Hittell, is an illustrated volume, the purport of which is abundantly ex- 
pressed by its title. Also, “The Kangaroo Hunters; or, Adventures in the 
Bush,” by Anne Bowman, author of “ Esperanza,” “ The Castaways,” “ The 
Young Exiles,” ete., ete. « P 

W. A. Townsenp & Co, add another to their beautiful new edition of the 
complete works of Cooper, illustrated from designs by F. O. C. Darley. The 
present volume contains “Jack Tier; or, The Florida Reef.” ? 
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Rosert Carrer & Broruers publish “The Brother’s Watchword.” It is 
illustrated with several engravings. Also, “* Addresses to the Candidates for 
Ordination, on the Questions in the Ordination Service,” by the Bishop of 
Oxford. The following note is appended to the American edition, “ In the 
following Addresses will be found some few evidences of their English origin. 
In the questions put to the Candidates, certain verbal differences from our own 
offices will occasionally strike the eye of a reader familiar with the phrase- 
ology in the Ordinal of the American Prayer-book. So, too, a reference to the 
signing of the Articles required of the English clergy; or to ordination to 
college titles; or to the ecclesiastical laws of England, will remind us that the 
sermons were addressed to English hearers by an English Bishop. But these 
differences are so slight, and these local allusions so few, that they do not 
divert our attention from the lessons of the volume, the bulk of whose matter, 
mutatis mutandis, is equally applicable to our own country. Its admirable 
principles, indeed, deserve the profound meditation of every aspirant to the 
ministry in every clime. Rarely is one permitted to read a work so rich with 
the sweetness and radiant with the loveliness of piety, so bathed in the spirit- 
ual deeps of devotion,'so strict in its portraiture of holiness, while at the same 
time, so just and judicious in its adherence to order; presenting the gospel 
of Jesus in the Church of Jesus ; so free from the extremes of partisans; ex- 
aggerating neither the subjective nor the objective influences of Christianity, 
but, according to the proportions of the faith, adjusting the inward and the 
outward of religion in a divine harmony. At one time, as we read, the 
blessedness of the service and the rewards of fidelity allure us to the sacred 
office, and, at another, a sense of its responsibilities and perils compels us to 
exclaim: ‘ Who is sufficient for these things?’ A clergyman ean hardly read 
the volume without feeling refreshed, incited, and edified by the perusal. 
And if Professors of Pastoral Theology do not adopt it as a text-book, every 
candidate for holy orders at least should make it his familiar companion.” 


Sairu, Exexisn & Co. have got out “Pulpit Themes and Preachers’ Assist- 
ant; Outlines of Sermons,” by the author of “ Helps for the Pulpit,” who 
says: “ Christianity is the greatest blessing ever bestowed upon this world. 
It brings glad tidings of good things to lost and fallen men: it turns the curse 
of the law into a rich, consoling, eunobling, and everlasting blessing. It has 
the promise of the life that now is, and of that which is to come. But Chris- 
tianity is assailed by enemies on every hand. Most determined and virulent 
is their opposition to the holy verities of the gospel. Hence it becomes min- 
isters of the gospel to be up to the times in which they live; and to be able, 
from their literary attainments, and accumulation of philosophical and bibli- 
eal knowledge, to say, ‘ I am set for the defence of the gospel.’ Infidel phi- 
losophers have placed in hostile attitude against Christianity, geology from 
beneath, and from the altitudes of the upper firmament, astronomy. Then 
from the mysteries of the human spirit, attempts have been made to discover 
some wondrous spell, by which to disenchant the world of its confidence in 
the gospel of Christ. From lecture-rooms of anatomy, the lessons of material- 
ism have been inculeated, for the purpose of ridiculing religion, and expelling 
it from the earth. Others attempt to associate the doctrines of phrenology 
with their denial of the Christian revelation, as if there were any earthly 
connection between the form of the human skull and the truth or falsehood 
of our religion. Christianity has been made a sort of play-ground for all man- 
ner of inroads of human speculation. Nevertheless, while this opposition 
shows the necessity of adequate ministerial qualification, Christianity carries 
with it an evidence which is unassailable, and which places it beyond the 
reach of external violence. It is not the hammer of the mineralogist that can 
break this evidence. It is not the telescope of the astronomer that can en- 
able us to desery in it any character of falsehood. It is not by the knife of 
the anatomist that we can find our way to the alleged rottenness which lies 
at its core. It is not by a dissecting of metaphysics that the mental philoso- 
pher can probe his way to the secret of its insufficiency, and make exposure 
to the world of the yet unknown flaw, which vitiates the proof of the Chris- 
tian faith. All these sciences have, at one period or another, cast their mis- 
siles at the stately fabric of our Christian philosophy and erudition, but they 
have dropped harmless and impotent at its base. Still the minds of the 
simple and unwary are in danger of being seduced, and therefore ministers of 
the gospel are to nerve themselves for the fight with the girdle of truth, and 
the sword of the Spirit. They are to become familiar with infidel objections 
to Christianity, and to be able to meet them. Some of the following outlines 
are designed to supply arguments by which to withstand infidel opposition, 
to establish the minds of the wavering, and to comfort those who are weak 
and tremble for Zion. Such as they are, the Author leaves them to the judg- 
ment of the reader; and hopes that they may at least become suggestive of 
better thoughts, brighter ideas, and more powerfu! arguments, by which to 
secure the above objects. In that case, the author will have his reward.”

These volumes are well known to tbe religious world, and sustain an envi- 
able reputation for their earnest and effective inculeations of morality and 
piety. They also issue in a small pocket volume, “ Hymns for a Week,” by a

Lady; with a Preface by Rev. William Bacon Stevens, D. D.; the first 
American, from the twenty-ninth London edition. 
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Ticknor & Fretps publish “The Glaciers of the Alps: being a Narrative of 
Excursions and Ascents, an Account of the Origin and Phenomena of Glaciers, 
and an Exposition of the Physical Principles to which they are related,” by 
John Tyndall, F. R. S., who says: “In the following work I have not at- 
tempted to mix Narrative and Science, believing that the mind once interest- 
ed in the one, cannot with satisfaction pass abruptly to the other. The book 
is therefore divided into Two Parts: the first chiefly narrative, and the 
second chiefly scientific. In Part I. I have sought to convey some notion of 
the life of an Alpine explorer, and of the means by which his knowledge is ac- 
quired. In Part IL. an attempt is made to classify such knowledge, and to 
refer the observed phenomena to their physical causes. The Second Part of 
the work is written with a desire to interest intelligent persons who may not 
possess any special scientific culture. For their sakes I have dwelt more 
fully on principles than I should have done in presence of a purely scientific 
audience. The brief sketch of the nature of Light and Heat, with which 
Part IL. is commenced, will not, I trust, prove uninteresting to the reader for 
whom it is more especially designed. Should any obscurity exist as to the 
meaning of the terms Structure, Dirt-bands, Regelation, Interference, and 
others which occur in Part L., it will entirely disappear in the perusal of Part 
II. Two ascents of Mont Blane and two of Monte Rosa are recorded; but 
the aspects of nature, and other circumstances which attracted my attention, 
were so different in the respective cases, that repetition was scarcely possible. 
The numerous interesting articles on glaciers which have been published 
during the last eighteen months, and the varieus lively discussions to which 
the subject has given birth, have induced me to make myself better acquaint- 
ed than I had previously been with the historie aspect of the question, In 
some important cases I have stated, with the utmost possible brevity, the re- 
sults of my reading, and thus, I trust, contributed to the formation of a just 
estimate of men whose labors in this field were long anterior to my own.” 
They have also got out an edition in blue and gold of the “ Odes of Horace 
translated into English Verse, with a Life and Notes,” by Theodore Martin. 


Linpsay & Buakiston issue “The Beautiful City, and the King of Glory,’’ 
by Woodbury Davis, who says in his Introduction: “The subject to which 
the reader’s attention is called—the Kingdom of Christ—was recently ar- 
ranged into the series of lessons embraced in this volume, for a Bible Class 
under my care. Though some of it had been previously written, I have pre- 
pared it for the press while under a constant pressure of other labors, in a 
department of learning entirely different. I shall not be surprised, therefore, 
if in some of its details it is open to adverse criticism. I may regret that I 
have been tempted to follow the example, not infrequent, of entering into the 
field of another profession. The deep interest I feel in a doctrine extensively 
rejected by religious men must be my excuse, The quotations from the 
Hebrew Prophets are mostly taken from the London Tract Society's edition 
of the Paragraph Bible. And in order to relieve the discussion of a subject 
necessarily somewhat dry and scholastic, I have interspersed frequent ex- 
tracts from the sacred poetry of later times. Many of these I have gathered 
up from the current anonymous literature of the day, and the authors are un- 
known tome. I have taken the liberty to make some slight changes in a few 
of them, that they may harmonize with the trains of thought into which they 
are woven. And however it may be with the rest of the book, I trust that 
these strains of heavenly song, inspired, and uninspired, will serve to awaken 
a more vital interest in that kingdom whose inhabitants shall sing the New 
Song which the redeemed alone can learn.”

They also 
publish “The Life and Letters of Mrs. Emily C. Judson,” by A. C. Kendrick, 
professor of Greek Literature in the University of Rochester. 
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Rupp & Carterton have got out the second series of Buckland’s ‘ Curiosi- 
ties of Natural History,” of which it is said: “The reader need not appre- 
hend stereotype anecdotes of animals in this capital book, by the son of the 
late celebrated geologist, Dr. Buckland. The work is no stale repetition, but 
enters upon a new field; One feels as if he were rambling in the company 
of an agreeable and well-informed friend, who is ever pointing out objects of 
interest, even in the most unlooked-for places. Whoever, for instance, has 
hitherto regarded a horse-pond with disgust, will, after reading a few pages, 
take a sudden interest in its contents, and look upon it even as an agreeable 
variety of Aquarium. Then, too, the curious details respecting Rats, those 
unfortunate animals who may be said to have no friends, and yet seem to be 
always convivial. Snakes, also, and fish and fishing come in for their share 
in Mr. Buckland’s book. Many a reader will, doubtless, here learn to his 
surprise that certain kinds of fishes are known to make nests. Other things 
too will he get a hint of, that will startle, him out of his apathy to facts in 
Natural History. It would puzzle many to answer the question, Do bats lay 
eggs? It would puzzle more how best to rescue a friend from the folds of a 
Cobra. Of such matters this volume is full. Inshort, it is a curiosity in it- 
self, and slows how completely a clever man, thoroughly impressed with his 
a. and of enlarged knowledge and varied experience, can dispel the 
feelings of aversion with which the ignorant and thoughtless have been wont 
to regardsome of the humbler members of the animal-world. In Natural 
History, as well as in other researches, it is too much the practice to copy 
facts and observations from printed books, the volume of Nature herself being 
left unopened. It has been the aim of the author to search into this wonder- 
ful book, to record facts which came under his own eyes, at the same time 
not neglecting the numerous works and lectures of celebrated Naturalists ; 
and the book before us is probably the most complete collection of instrue- 
tive and anecdotal sketches upon the interesting subject of Natural History 
which has ever —— They also publish in a small volume, blue and 
gold, “ Poems,” by Sarah Gould. 


Dersy & Jackson publish “ The Household of Bouverie; or, The Elixir of 
Gold: a Romance, by a Southern Lady.”

Lynch Botta, who says :“‘This work was begun many years ago, as a literary 
exercise, to meet the personal requirements of the writer, which were such as 
most persons experience on leaving school and ‘completing their education,’ 
as the phrase is. The world of literature lies before them, but where to be- 
gin, what course of study to pursue, in order best to comprehend it, are 
the problems which present themselves to the bewildered questioner, 
who finds himself in a position not unlike that of a traveller suddenly 
set down in an unknown country, without guide-book or map. The 
most natural course under such circumstances would be to begin at the 
beginning, and take a rapid survey of the entire field of literature, ar- 
riving at its details through this general view. But as this could be accom- 
plished only by subjecting each individual to a severe and protracted course 
of systematic study, the idea was conceived of obviating this necessity to 
some extent, by embodying the results of such a course in the form of the fol- 
lowing work, which, after veing long laid aside, is now at length completed.
